and it is ſaid, that it amounts, Communzbus 
Hunis, to One thouſand Five hundred 
Pounds a Year, or thereabouts. 

The firſt Fruits and twentieth Parts 
were alſo a Part of this Revenue, But 
theſe were granted by her Majeſty Queen 
Anne, by Letters-Patent, dated the 77h of 
February, in the 1oth Year of her Reign, 
to the then Arch-Biſhop of Armagh and 
his.
